Wheat vs. hunger! 

Democracy’s wheat against the 
Nazi “new order” for Europe’s starv¬ 
ing millions. 

That’s bhe proposal of the recent in¬ 
ternational wheat conference at 
Washington. 

Australia, Argentina, United States 
and Canada, with huge surplus food 
stocks on hand, are suggesting that 
they offer to the dominated Nazi 
countries wheat to the extent of hun¬ 
dreds of millions of bushels FREE 
when Hitler is defeated—wheat to ap- 
~pease the hunger of the starving mil¬ 
lions, to* feed the babies and the child¬ 
ren and the women. It will cost the 
democracies a few hundred millions of 
dollars, but what is that as against 
the value of a world that regains 
through a practical demonstration its 
faith in democracy? 

Canada today has a quarter of a bil¬ 
lion bushels of wheat it could give 
away under such a plan, and it would 
buy back for us billions of dollars in 
good wilt. When we*re thtnktng of 
wheat acreage reduction next spring, 
let’s keep this matter of free wheat 
for Europe’s starving millions in 
mind, and then probably we'll not cut 
our acreage so much as we otherwise 
would. Let's grow some good will for 
democracy.—Lethbridge Herald.

Prime Minister 
Sees Can. Soldiers 

Greeted by Cheters and Boos 
As He Addresses- Canadian 
Troops at Sports Stadium 

Prime Minister- Mackenzie King 
was greeted by cheers and boos as he 
addressed the Canadian troops at a 
aports stadium overseas. There were 
10,000 troops assembled as he spoke 
briefly. When he spoke of the pride 
of the Canadian people in the men 
serving overseas, there was an out¬ 
break of boos. After a moment Mr. 
King said: “1 gather that many of you 
are impatient and would rather be en¬ 
gaged in more active operations.” The 
response to this was unmistakable in 
loud cheers, whistling and applause. 

Some time before Mr. King’s arriv¬ 
al some soldiers had spoken of giving 
him a warm reception, arguing that 
the Canadian army should have been 
given a place beside Australians in 
the noddle east, and apparently hold¬ 
ing Mr. King responsible for disposal 
of Canadian military- forces. They 
also favored conscription in Canada ; 
for overseas’ service. Soldiers thought 
it was a pretty good joke, though 
none was anxious to admit that he 
booed. , 7 

Mr. King spent -the week-end with 
Premier Churchill, 'and has been meet¬ 
ing with British officials since his ar¬ 
rival in England. 

Mr. King reiterated his opposition 
to an Imperial war cabinet. He com¬ 
mented on Sir Robert Borden’s 
opinion expressed in the last war. of 
the inability of the Canadian govern¬ 
ment to get information from British 
authorities. “There is no such diffi¬ 
culty now,” said Mr. King. Under 
present arrangement when a decision 
from various dominions is required, 
Ottawa is fully advised and the mat¬ 
ter comes up before the Canadian cab¬ 
inet. Canadian technical advisers are 
brought in. The decision is made in 
black and white after every member 
of the cabinet has expressed his views 
and technical advice has been weigh¬ 
ed. He considered this a much better 
system than an Imperial war cabinet, 
in which he or 'one of the ministers 
would sit without facilities for ready 
consultation with all the Canadian 
colleagues concerned.

To All Retailers 

New Restrictive Measures 
Reduces Gas Available_J’or 
Retail Dealers by 2(l'/i 

A further method to compel reduced 
use of gasoline in Canada is- the re¬ 
striction on deliveries to retail deal¬ 
ers. From Aug. 25 to 31, these were 
on a basis of of the July deliver¬ 
ies. For the months of September 
and October the allotment will be 75 r /< 
of the total deliveries in July. Distri¬ 
butors are prohibited from selling to 
any dealer more than , 75*>f of the ag¬ 
gregate supplied to such dea]er during 

July- m , 

The order dries not apply to dealers 

supplying motor fuel to consumers 
cnly by means of tank wagon or to 
the supply of fuel in any quantity for 
use in tractors. 

It sets out that distributors “shall 
give preference and priority in the 
supply of motor fuel to consumers” 
for police, health, public utility, pub¬ 
lic transportation, commercial, indus¬ 
trial and governmental purposes. 

The order provides that there be no 
discrimination as between dealers and 
directs that dealers show no unfair 
discrimination with customers. •

Member for Macleod District 
Sends Questionnaire on 
Most Pressing Agricultural 
Problems ' , 

Rev. E. G. Hansell, M.P. for Mac- 
lead federal riding has been elected to 
lepresent the Social Credit group in 
parliament on the Special War ■'Ex¬ 
penditures committee. The work of 
this committee is being carried on 
during current months. This means 
hat Mr. Hansell will.be unable to 
meet with his constituents for sohie 
weeks yet. But he will be home dur¬ 
ing October, when it may be possible 
to arrange meetings throughout the 
district. 

In the' meantime, he is concerned 
with the agricultural problems pre¬ 
senting themselves in his own district 
in particular, and in the west gener¬ 
ally. He has sent a questionnaire to 
many persons in' his electorate and 
hopes that all others who are interest¬ 
ed, but who may not have received 
his queries, should give him the bene¬ 
fit of their advice and suggestions. He 
hopes to receive expressions of opin¬ 
ion, the better to represent the wishes 
of his people on the floor of the House

. ments of government.

“It is quite untrue to say that history has merely re¬ 
peated itself and that this eight-point plan is merely 
a new version of President Wilson’s famous 14 points. 
No doubt it will be used, as was Wilson’s as a powerful 
weapon, as an peace-offensive spearhead, within Ger¬ 
many, Italy, and Japan. But the tragic defect in Wil¬ 
son’s plan was that it was a one-man or one-nation job. 

When it came to the making of the actual peace, Wil¬ 
son found his own allies would not agree to his 14-poin. 
basis. The Germans did not get the peace they thought 
they were getting when they asked for an armistice. 
That fact, as much as any other, was respor6<ible for the 
sultscquent rise to power of Hitler. 

The eight-point plan is not only the joint work of 
Britain and the United States.-But it has obviously been 
accepted in advance by the Soviet. Thus Germany’s 
enemies in this war have avoided the worst mistake of 
the allies in the last struggle. 

'The plan is obviously astute in its plain mviCation to 
Japan and Italy t* desert the master gangster, Ger¬ 
many, while there is still time to do so. But by far its 
most important provision is its insistence that aggres¬ 
sor nations must surrender the means for further ag-

Quotations From Hitler’s 
Book As Published by Polish 
Information Centre, New 
York

A little pamphlet issued by the Pol¬ 
ish Information centre, New York, 
under the title “My World of Tomor¬ 
row” by Adolph Hitler, prints quota¬ 
tions allegedly from “Mein Kampf.” 

Amongst the quotations are “Relig¬ 
ions are alike, no matter what they 
caH themselves. They have no fu¬ 
ture, certainly none for the Germans. 
Nothing will prevent me from tearing 
up Christianity root and branch, and 
annihilating it in Germany.” 

“A new age of magic interpretation 
of the world is coming in terms of the 
will and not of the intelligence. There 
is no such thing as truth, either in the 
moral or scientific sense.” 

Neighbors and Neutrals 

‘The German Reich as a Sta 
must contain all Germans, and its 
task is not only to gather and support 
the worthiest reminder, racially de¬ 
rived, of this people, but slowly and 
surely to lead it toward a position of 
domination. The Bohemian-Moravian 
basin and the eastern districts border-, 
ing on Germany will be colonized with 
German peasants. The Czechs and 
Bohemians we shall transplant to Si¬ 
beria. The Czechs must get out of 
Central Europe. As long as they re¬ 
main they will always be a centre of 
| Hussite-Bolshevik disintegration. On¬ 
ly when we are able and willing to 
achieve this shall I be prepared to an¬ 
swer for the blood-sacrifice of an¬ 
other young German generation. But 
at this price, I shall not hesitate to 
take the deaths of 2 or 3 million Ger¬ 
mans on my conscience, fully aware 
of the heaviness of the sacrifice. 

“In the Baltic countries the case is 
different. We shall easily Germanize 
the population. They are peoples 
racially closely related to us, and 
would have been German long since, 
had not the prejudices and social ar¬ 
rogance of the German Baltic barons 
artificially prevented it. For the rest, 
frontier problems interest me little. 
But Alsace and Lorraine we shall nev¬ 
er give up. We require these and oth¬ 
er parts to round off our central reg¬ 
ions in the west. 

A Steel Core 

“In the centre 1 shall place the 
steel core of a Greater Germany. Then 
Austria, Bohemia, Moravia, Western 
Poland. A block of 100,000,000, inde¬ 
structible, without a flaw or alien ele¬ 
ment, the firm foundation of our pow¬ 
er. Then an E&stera alliance; Poland, 
the Baltic States, Hungary, the Uk¬ 
raine, the Volga basin. An alliance, 
hut one of vassal states, with no ar¬ 
my. no separate economy. I make no 
distinction between friends and ene¬ 
mies. I shall have a western union too 
of Holland, Flanders, Northern 
France and a Northern Union of Den¬ 
mark, Sweden and Norway. 

U. S. A. 

"America is permanently on the 
brink of revolution. It will be a sim¬ 
ple matter for me to produce unrest 
and revolts in the United States, so 
that these gentry will have their 
hand., full with their own affairs. We 
have no use for them in Europe, f 
shall undertake this task simultan¬ 
eously with the restoration of Ger¬ 
many to her leading position in Amer¬ 
ica. 

“The German component of the 
American people will be.the source of 
its political and mental resurrection. 
The American people is not yet a na¬ 
tion in the ethnographical sense. It is 
a conglomerate of disparate elements. 
But it is the raw material of a na¬ 
tion. And the Yankees have failed to 
create a nation, keeping their noses in 
their money bags instead. Today this 
is being avenged. 

“We shall soon have Storm Troop¬ 
ers in America, and we shall have men 
whom degenerate Yankeedom will not 
be able to challenge. Into the hands 
of our youth will be given the great 
statesmanlike mission of Washington, 
which this corrupt democracy has 
trodden underfoot. # We shall succeed 
in making the now political and social 
order the universal basis of life in the 
world:” 

Methods of Penetration 

“How to achieve the moral break¬ 
down of the enemy before the war has 
started—that is the problem that in¬ 
terests me. Whoever has experienced 
war at the front will want to refrain 
from all avoidable bloodshed. Any¬ 
thing that helps preserve good Ger¬ 
man blood is good. 

‘The results would not be immed¬ 
iate. It would take several weeks, if 
not longer, for an epidemic to appear. 
Perhaps we shall introduce bacteria in 
the height of the war. 

“We shall have enough volunteers 
in every country, trustworthy and 
ready for sacrifice. We shall send 
them across the border gradually in 
peace time. No one shall see j« then* 
anything but peaceful travellers. But 
I shall accomplish it move by mover 
We shall be capable of transporting 
men and arms by air. Out strategy is 
to destroy the enemy from within. 

“I shall never start a war without 
the certainty that a demoralized ene¬ 
my Will succumb to the first strokes 
of a single gigantic attack. Aerial at¬ 
tacks, stupendous in mass effect, sur¬ 
prise, terror, sabotage, assassination 
from within, overwhelming attacks 
on all weak points in the enemy's de¬ 
fense, without regard for reserves or 


loss. A' gigantic all-destroying blow. 
I do not consider consequences. I 
think only of this one thing.” „

One thing that is appallingly 
wrong in that section of the world, 
known as Canada is the lack of un¬ 
derstanding on the part of urban 
people, of the plain,, everyday eco¬ 
nomics of farming. It is not because 
they lack the ability to understand be¬ 
cause they have this ability in large 
measure" when it comes to under¬ 
standing the economics of their own 
! ives and occupations. But they stop 
right there, as a class—and this 2 
stated advisedly. They do not consider 
the position of the farmer and the 
farmer’s family. They are ready to 
condemn the farmer and his family to 
servitude without a hearing and with¬ 
out any study as to their own rela¬ 
tions to agriculture and the effect 
which will be produced on them if 
they persist in demanding charity 
from the farmer as a divine right. 

The farmer, of necessity, is engaged 
is a prime principal in two businesses. 
One is the business of producing. The 
other is the business of marketing. He 
las been so engrossed, over the cen¬ 
turies, in the business of producing 
that he has not had the time nor the 
3nergy to devote to marketing. It is 
only within the last few years that 
he had come to realize that unless be 
has something to say about the mar¬ 
keting of his own products he is not 
going to get any return for these pro¬ 
ducts. 

Then, when he attempts to-adminis¬ 
ter his own business, a torrent of con¬ 
demnation, not unmixed with abuse, 
is directed at him by certain city folk. 
The latter accept stiffly higher prices 
for silk stockings, cosmtics, golf balls 
and movies quite stoically but let the 
Canadian farmer try to get a cent or 
two a bushel more for his potatoes or 
his apples or for any other commodity 
which he produces, and the cry goes 
to high heaven from the city people 
that they want their vegetables, fruit, 
eggs, butter and meats at sweatshop 
peonage or bebased slavery prices. 

Milk, butter, cheese, eggs, meats, 
grains, vegetables and fruits—the 
complete diet—are produced in quality 
not dreamed of half a century agv: 
Dominion, provincial and municipal 
inspection and grading assure top- 
standard quality and thus assure 
health and body building values. 

This vital contribution by the Can¬ 
adian farmer and his family is rarely 
considered by many city folk. They 
storm about as if they do not get 
these essentials at fire sale figures 
but they accept the prices set by bus¬ 
iness concerns for the commodities, 
processed from the farmers’ products 
without a murmur. 

The urban folk have two schools of 
thought operating at one and the 
same time in their minds. When pro¬ 
cessed commodities advance in price, 
they take it as a matter of course, 
accepting the dictum that the manu¬ 
facturers’ costs have advanced, 
through higher costs of labor, union 
or otherwise, higher freight rates, 
new taxes and the like. When farmers 
seek to get a fair price, then a flood 
of caustic criticism is turned loose on 
•he primary producers, who have only 
the ghost of a chance to reply because 
they are not on the scene—they are 
busily engaged in producing food and 
clothing for their critics.—Country 
Life in B.C.

A Proper Survey 

(From Financial Post) 

One thing which fooled us was the 
National Registration. 

Apart from the numerical count ing 
of heads for army draft purposes and 
one or two special uses such as the 
segregation of “nationals”(the Czechs 
Belgians, Dutch, etc.,) this much- 
tooted counting of noses has long 
since ceased to be of practical use in 
estimating our man power resources. 

What is now urgently needed is a 
rapid, effective survey of Canadian 
man power—based on available sta¬ 
tistics—and with some competent 
designated agency such as perhaps 
the new Employment Service to keep 
tab on industrial placement there¬ 
after. 

Such a survey, if properly organ¬ 
ized and completed, might go far in 
bringing to the attention of the Gov¬ 
ernment and to the people at large, 
the need for greater co-ordination of 
the war effort. It would reveal Without 
question the need for more intensi¬ 
fied use of present industrial training 
facilities. It would indicate the ur¬ 
gency of training women and older 
persons. It would suggest the prob¬ 
able limits of enlistment in the armed 
services consistent with our present 
and projected armament program. It 
might be of great value in respect of 
postwar problems. It would crystallize 
the urgency of a clear-cut war plan, 
consistent with total war and Can¬ 
ada’s available resources.
